as approximate date of 2000 B.C. Human 
bones were frequently met with. In all at 
least eight persons were represented by the 
bones recovered. The bones were in a very 
fragmentary condition, not due to breakage 
during excavation. The presence of cuts, 
uccording to Mr. Tratman, on some of the 
skull and limb bones, and the burning of 
some of the skull fragments—though _ that 
might be quite accidental—faintly suggested 
cannibalistic practices, which was quife in 
keoping with some of the evidence from 
English caves occupied as late as the early 
iron age. 


THE PALEOLITHIC MAN. 

The most important of the human remains 
found was a complete skeleton, the skull of 
which he now showed. No implements were 
fcund with the remains, which world indicate 
that the individual lived in the late Paleo- 
lithic period, and probably in Magdalinian 
times. 

Among the remains of truly wild animals 
found, and which were now extinct in Ire- 
land, were the wild. boar, the reindeer, the 
Irish elk, the brown bear-and the Arctic 
lem'ng. 

The objects discovered had all been. de- 
posited in the National Museum, Dublin.

FEAR OVER COMETS. 


TRINITY COLLEGE LECTURE. 


Lecturing on “ Comets”’ in the Graduates’ 
Memorial Hall, Trinity College, Dublin, 
esterday afternoon, Mr. Charles Martin, 
aneiad Observatory, said that very few of 
us took very much interest in the usual 
aspect of the sky, but if there was an eclipse 
or a new star, or a bright comet was to be 
seen, we all became sky-gazers. In the last 
twenty-five years ignorant folk had been 
driven nearly insane by newspaper excitement 
over comets which they never had seen, and 
in some places people waited in fear and 
trembling, expecting the end of the world. 

In the early days of the world the appear- 
ance of a comet was hailed as a portent of 
war, pestilence and famine, and a sign of the 
displeasure of the: Almighty. There seemed 
to have been some good reason for those fears, 
because comets had an unfortunate habit of 
appearing before times of disaster. In 
Josephus there was a reference to a comet 
apnearing over Jerusalem like a sword just 
before its capture by the Romans. 

Lantern slides were shown of comets which 
were seen at various times. One picture. 
taken in North Africa, showed the comet of 
1910, which was seen in Ireland for two or 
three nights.

THE PLEBISCITE.

FOREIGN MISSIONARY 
ANNIVERSARIES. 

At the February meeting of the Dublin 
Methodist Ministers, held in George’s Hall, 
Dublin, arrangements were made for the 
forthcoming foreign missionary anniversaries 
to be held in Dubiin Methodist churches at 
the end of March and the beginning of 
April. The missionary deputation will be 
the Rev. W. J. Noble (Mission House, Lon- 
don); the Rev. T. Thompson (Hyderabad) ; 
the Rev. W. E. Tomlinson (Mysore); the 
Rev. R. W. Boote, B.Sc. (Mysore), and the 
Rev. C. C.. Marris (South China), 

The Rev. P. K. Horan delivered an in- 
teresting address on Gaelic literature, which, 
he pointed out, was pre-eminently a litera- 
ture of rest, falling into three great cycles- 
(1) The mythological cycle, which included 
the prehistoric epics of the early Irish chiefs ; 
(2) the heroic or Red Aton cycle, com- 
prising Irish tragedies, comparable to the 
tragedies of Greek and Latin authors, and 
the Fenian or Ossianiec cycle, the collection of 
which was not yet complete 

Of this ancient literature, said Mr. Horan, 
there were some 1,500 octavo volumes de- 
posited in various libraries. <A leading 
characteristic of Gaelic literature was its 
emphasis on open-air life; another n»to- 
worthy feature was the manner in which 
Pagan and Christian elements met and 
commingled in Gaelic literature. With the 
coming of St. Patrick and Christianity to 
Ireland a creat renaissance of Gaelic hteva- 
ture ensued, 

On the motion of the Rev. R. C. Phillips, 
ex-President of the Methodist Church in 
Ireland, the meeting expressed its approvai 
of the timely letters of the Rev. J. A. 
Duke, B.A., Chairman of the Dublin Metho- 
dist Synod, to the /rish Times opposing the 
proposed Public Charitable Hospitals Bill, 
which provides for the legalisation of sweep. 
stakes, etc., for the-raising of hospital funds.

I have been told by a Ke )

Scelig 
stands a clear eight hundred feet out of 
the sea. The ascent is begun through the 
Needle’s Eye, a kind of natural funnel 
through the rock. After that one makes 
a way along a sloping ridge that rises to 
a horizontal table of stone about twelve 
Square feet in area, called the Stone of 
Pam A farther climb, necessitating a 
d te clinging of hands and feet to a 
series of niches, brings the pilgrim to 
the peak, which bears the quite suitable 
name of the Eagle 's Nest. Even then the 
trial is not over; for the more intrepid 
project themselves along a spur that hangs 
sheer over the water, and is only two feet 
in span. This part of the journey is 


. generally made astride the rock for fear 


of dizziness, or the effect of sudden gusts 
cf wind. The view from this point is 
marvellous and grand, if the faculties 
remain strong enough to take it in. Not 
the least part of the ordeal is the return 
journey. Few people now make the 
ascent; for it has been discouraged on 
account of the risk, but some years ago 
folk flocked to climb Scelig, and there is 
no record of mishap overtaking anybody.

Reading the other evening of those 
night huntsmen who occur so frequently 
in the folk legends of the Rhine, I was 
reminded that in the County Mayo, about 
a century and a half ago, the notorious 
Fighting Fitzgerald actually indulged in 


this form of sport, delighting to hunt in | 


the night, accompanied by a posse of his 
tenants as torch-bearers, much to the 
terror of the locality, who found it hard 
to accustom themselves to this prank, 
George Robert Fitzgerald lived in a wild 
age, but an early bullet wound in the 
skull really turned him inte a criminal 
lunatic, and he was ultimately hanged for 
murder, a fate which only his Court in- 
fluence had held from him—unfortunately 
for others—for many years. Introduced 
to Louis XVI, that potentate turned 
with disgust from the man whose claim to 
fame was his duels. In Upper Merrion 
street, where was his town residence, 
Fighting Fitzgerald’s amusement was to 
occupy the road between the two mud 
channels and offer the passer-by the alter- 
native of a mud bath or pistels. His most 
inhuman act was the incarceration of his 
aged father on some money quarrel, 


A Cousin of “G.B.S.” 


A friend tells me that Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw is a first cousin of Mrs. 
Cashel Hoey, the Dublin-born novelist 
whose centenary was noticed in the Irish 
Times last Saturday. This interesting 
fact came out after the publication of the 
notice. Mrs. Hoey’s mother was before 
marriage Miss Charlotte Jane Shaw, a 
sister of the famous dramatist’s father, 
and there are still relatives of Mrs. Hoey’s 
in Dublin. 

My friend has shown me a letter which 
Mrs. Hoey wrote to one of these relatives 
some years before her death. This person, 
who is highly respected in legal circles, 
had found among some family papers an 
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“Ghe Lake of Rath. 


Among the possessions of the Royal 
Irish Academy are the bells of St. 
Blathmac, from Rath, around which a 
curious story is hung. Near Rath is a 
lake, called in the locality ‘‘ Tha Lake of 
the Badger.’’ I¢ rs that im the sixth 
century there suddenly emerged from the 
lake an amphibious creature in the form 
of a badger, who made his headquartars 
In a cave on a hill, which is stil] 
shown as Badger’s Cave, Poll na Brocuidh 
From there he made dreadful depredations 
on people and cattle. Fire and force 
effected nothing against the beast, and, at 
last, the clergy were summoned to trv 
their hand, since all secular help was 
vain. Several ecclesiastics—St, Blathmac 
among them—responded to the call. 
When all were gathered, 
appeared with a drove of cattle, uttering 
cries of despair, before him. People and 
clergy shouted, the bells of Blathmac were 
rung; but the monster heeded neither 
bell nor crozier. Finally, the aid of St. 
MacCreiche was sought from Ennistymon. 
He had better success, but not before the 
badger had brought many people and 
acolytes with bells into the lake. 
day’s fighting St. MacCreiche was able to 
bind the badger to the lake’s bottom. 
where, on a still day, his horrid length 
and red eyes, gleaming with ferocity, may 
still be seen. Im storm he lashes the 
waters, but is stilled when the sound of 
the drowned bells and of the praying of 
those whom he swept into its depths is 
heard above the wailing of the tempest. 


A Meeting of Kings. 


The historic meeting between Ibn Saud, 
Sultan of Nejd, and King Feisul of Iraq. 
which took place on Sunday on board a 
British warship in the Persian Gulf, may 
possibly end an age-old deseet feud. At 
any rate, if is a sign for the better, and if 
the negotiations promoted by Britain are 
successful, the day of the Jthad, or Holy 
War, is over, and the establishment of a 
confederation of Arab  nations—long- 
dreamed of by Lawrence, St. John Philby, 
the late Sir Gilbert Clayton, Sir Percy 
Cox, and other workers for the Arab 
cause—is at hand. 


A Nation-Builder. 


Ibn Saud did not gain the title of 
“ Napoleon of the Desert ” for nothing. 
Twenty-five years ago, on a January nicht, 
he, as a reckless youth of seventeen, with 


cuardhouse of the citadel of Ryadh, and 
slew the guards. Throughout the maght 
he and his followers waited im silence, 
and when, at the dawn, the Governor of 
the City came into the courtyard to com- 
mence the business of the day, they fell 
upon him and his retinue and slew them 
all. Within a quarter of an hour [bn 
Saud’s Wahabis were masters of the city, 
and he himself had gained the throne of 
his fathers, long occupied by the enemies 
of his family, the’ people of Jebel- 
Shammar.

Knowing that. marriage between desert 
tribes creates a bond of friendship that is 
all but eternal, he himself has made 
almost two hundred matrimonial alliances 
to strengthen his cause; once, indeed, he 
turned the tables against his adversaries, 
and hurriedly collected an army by marry- 
ing the daughter of the chief of every 
wandering tribe he could find, thereby 
gaining the allegiance of ten thousand

THE GREATER DUBLIN BILL, 


MANAGER OR AUTOCRAT? 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I should be glad if you would allow 
me to call attention to the remarkable results 
o' a careful examination of the provisions 
of the Local Government (Dublin) Bill deal- 
ing with the relations between the City or 
Borough Menager and the elected City or 
Borough Council. There is nothing in the 
bill requinning the Manager to attend any 
meeting of the Council except—the exception 
emphasises the rule—the annval rates meet- 
ing The Manager is given (Sec. 53) the 
right to attend and speak at meetings of 
the Council, but he need not do so unless 
he himself wishes. He is required’ (Sec. 52) 
to advise and assist the Council concerning 
the “reserved functions’’-—catalogued in 
twelve items in Section 49—but he need not 
tender his advice in person. He is required 
Sec. 51) to furnish information to the Lord 

avor upon the latter's request; this again 
he may do in writing only. He is required 
(same section) to furnish to the Lord Mayor 
a monthly financial statement, which, of 
course, must be in writing and need not be 
supplemented by any oral statement. 
ie Manager is not required to diseuss his 
own functions—everything except the twelve 
catalogued items—with the Council either 
before or after he has taken action. Nowhere 
in the bill is there any requirement of 
consultation or co-operation between the 
Manager and the Council about the conduct 
of civie affairs. The Council decides the 
making of rates and the borrowing of money, 
but the Council is not given im the bill 
power to ensure that the money raised by 
ate or loan shall be spent. If the Manager 
decides not to spend the money voted by the 
Council, or to spend only part of the amount 
voted, or—at any rate, within the general 
limits of the particular estimate—to divert 
money from one purpose to another, he has 
power to- give effect to his decision without 
reference to or control by the Council. 

The Lord Mayor may (Sec, 56) (2) require 
the Manager to submit to him for signature 
any order made by the Manager authorising 
a payment out of municipal funds, The Lord 
Mayor may presumably withhold his signa- 
ture and thus prevent payment, but he has 
power to amend the Managers order. 
The Council may (See. 69) amend the 
Manager’s annual estimates. It may also 
presumably refuse to strike any rates, and 
thus wold up the business of the city. The 
Council may (See. 50), by a vote of two- 
thirds of the whole number of members at a 
specially summoned meeting, suspend or 
remove the Manager from office, but cannot 
remove him from office without the sanction 
of the Minister for Local Government. 

There is not anywhere in the bill any 
provision  uthorising the Council to give 
directions to the Manager, except—and again 
the exception emphasises the rule—in the 
matter of legal proccedings (See. 71). Any 
action that may be required as a result of a 
decision of the Council in respect of any cf 
the “reserved functions ” will have to be 
done by officers or employés of the Corpora- 
tion, every one of whom, including the Town 
Clerk, is subject (See. 54) to the absolute 
direction and control of the Manager alone. 
The Council may, at great risk to the city's 
welfare, obstruct the Manager. On his side, 
the Manager may either obstruct “rr ignore 
the Counci!. All this applies to the Council 
and Manager of the proposed Borough ol 
Dun Laoghaire as well as to the Council and 
Manager of the County Borough of Dublin, 

| realise that these statements must seem 
incredible; for I find it difficult to beheve 
them myself. I can only say that they are 
made in good faith after a careful examina- 
tion of the bill by one whose concern as a 
citizen is reinforced by a long experience of 
the reading ot parliamentary bills.— Yours, 
eic., R. J. P. MorvrisHen.

tourists to Western Canada. 

According to plans now under considera 
tion by the National Museum of Canada, con 
crete casts of these creatures and antediluvian 
reptiles are to be pleced along the Western 
lines of the Canadian National Railways, 
where they were believed to havo lived count- 
less ages ago. The nucleus of this interesting 
outdoor museum probably will be in Alberta, 
which already has yielded many valuable 
fossil remains, and to-day possesses what is 
believed to be one of the most fruitful fossil 
cemeteries in the world. 

Alberta’s dinosaur field became known as 
early as the ‘eighties, when representatives 
of the Geological Survey of Canada un- 
earthed the skull and bones of a gigantic 
dinosaur, The uncovering of prehistoric 
reptiles and vertebrate fossils has gone for- 
ward steadily in this field since 1912, and 
many of the most valuable specimens of early 
animal life in Canada, to be seen to-day in 
the Canadian. National Museum at Ottawa, 
came from this area.

If 
we reject sweepstakes and reject also the 
dead hand of State control, the hospitals 
can survive only through a large increase 
of public support. Our correspondent 
urges the duty of such support on all 
Christian citizens. He suggests weekly 
contributions by trade unions and similar 
bodies in return for representation on the 
boards. We endorse his appeal most 
heartily. If we judge Dublin’s financial 
standing by its lavish expenditure on 
amusement, it could find another £50,000 
a year for the five hospitals at an almost 
negligible reduction of its theatre-queues. 
Nobody who is unwilling tó make that 
small sacrifice has any title to be self- 
righteous about sweepstakes. 


Crisis upon Crisis. 

The new French Government has enjoyed 
a very brief term of office. Yesterday, at 
3 p.m., M. Chautemps met the Chamber, 
to which he disclosed his programme. 
Before 9 o’cl.ck last evening his Adminis- 
tration had been defeated on a vote of 
confidence by 292 to 277 votes. Thus, by 
a majority of fifteen votes, M. Tardieu’s 
successor has been rejected by the 
(+-mber, and the political crisis, which 
was ‘‘settled’’ last week when M. 
Chautemps agreed to form a Cabinet, has 
become acute than ever. M. 
Chautemps’s Government was defeated 
because the right wing of the Centre 
groups refused to support it. When 
the new Premier accepted office last 
week he offered an important portfolio to 
M. Tardieu, whom he had supplanted ; 
but the ex-Premier refused the offer. 
When the Chamber met yesterday a 
bitter attack on the Government was 
launched by M. Paul Reynaud, leader 
of the Right Centre group. M. Reynaud 
declared that the Radicals had taken 
advantage of M. Tardieu’s absence in 
London to stab his Administration in the 
back; and he announced that he and 
his friends would not desert MM. Poincare 
and Tardicu. He was supported by the 
Left Radicals and the left wing of the 
Marin group. The only party outside his 
own coalition that promised its help to 
M. Chautemps was the Socialist Party, 
whose leader, M. Léon Blum, is the Jonah 
of French politics. His backing generally 
means an early defeat, and no sooner had 
he spoken yesterday than M, Chautemps 
and his friends realised that their attempt 
to form a Radical Government had failed, 
On the very first division the Govern. 
ment’s carefully cclculated majority dis- 
appeared, 

M. Tardieu probably will be invited once 
more to form a Government. His enemies 
in the Chamber have been discomfited 
completely, and, if he takes office again, 
they will think twice before they try to 
unseat him. In the meanwhile, the work 
of the London Conference is being delayed. 
M. Chautemps has been requested 
to remain in office until a successor is 
appointed ;, but, of course, no good purpose 
would be served by the despatch of 
delegates to Londo: until a new Adminis- 
tration has been formed.

Aden’s Rainfall. 


Although Edgar Allan Poe, in his 
desire to find a word that would rhyme 
with “ maiden,” may be said to have sug- 
gested the contrary, an average annual 
rainfall of 2.9 inches proves that Aden is 
not Eden. Indeed, since the Romans first 
occupied the town in the first century of 
our era, a scarcity of fresh water always 
has been its chief drawback. This year, 
however, has been an annus métrabilis; 
for on January 26th four inches of rain 
fell, which was supplemented three days 
later by a further three inches. We 
assume, therefore, that the tanks ascribed 
by the pious to the wisdom of Solomon 
are full, and that Aden to-day is enjoy- 
ing an abundance @f water supply that it 
has not known since the days of its 
medieval prosperity, when its system of 
cisterns for the collection of rain-water 
was the envy of its neighbours. By 1839, 
when it fell into British hands, the settle- 
ment had sunk to a mere village of some 
six hundred inhabitants; but British rule 
and the opening of the Suez Canal have 
restored it to the position of a flourishing, 
if arid, port. Passengers to India know 
well its trade in ostrich feathers, its 
shark-inhabited harbour and the frenzied 
drive in a Ford car to Solomon’s tanks. 
Aden is an outstanding example of the 
way in which geographical position can 
triumph over climatic shortcoming. This 
year’s rainfall is unlikely to be repeated 
in a life-time, but, until transport by air 
replaces steamships, Aden will remain a 
prosperous port.

SEA FISHING 
INDUSTRY. 

DEVELOPMENT IN 
FREE STATE. 


CO-OPERATIVE SCHEME 
SANCTIONED. 


B Over Perrricat CORRESPONDENT, 


A co-operative scheme for the develup- 
ment of the sea fishing industry has been 
sanctioned by the Irish Free State Govern. 
ment, and will shortly be put into opera- 
tion. 

Broadly, the schéme is on similar lines 
to the Agricultural Credit Corporation, by 
means of which loans are made to farmers 
for agricultural development. It is hoped 
that s . fishing may be encouraged and 
made a paying enterprise on the same 
basis, and a Sea Fisheries Co-operative 
/.ssociation has been formed for this pur- 
pose,

“ A BIG AND HONEST EFFORT.” 


Tne scheme was outlined by Mr, Fionan 


at Arklow last December. He described 
it as “ a big and honest effort towards the 
betterment of the sea fishing industry.’’ 

The duties of the board of directors will 
be heavy. It will have to devise. means 
for the expansion of the existing fishing 
fleets and for the organisation of fisher- 
men on ' regional basis, 

Money for the purposes will be provided 
from the Exchequer, but where Joans are 
made to fishermen adequate safeguards 
will be required by the board of directors. 


SECURITY FOR LOANS. 


It is proposed that the security - for 
advances made by the board shall be the 
actual catch made by the fishermen. If 
a man is given a boat aud gear, he will be 
tequired to dispose of his catch under 
the directions of the board’s local agent 
at the port from which he fishes. The 
salesman will account to the board's 
agent instead of to the skipper or boat 
owneir. 

On settling day, when the ordinary 
running expenses have been deducted 
from the gross earnings, the net earnings 
will be divided in the usual way between 
the boat owner and the crew. The crew 
will draw their share fully as heretofore, 
but the owner will receive only a fixed 
percentage as under his agreement with 
the board. 


THE BOAT-OWNER'S SHARE. 


A definite portion ot the owner’s share 
út every fishing will be withheld and 
allocated to an insurance fund against 
loss or-damage, towards a fund for the 
maintenance of outfit and towards the 
repayment of the cost of his boat and 
gear, 

Thus, if the fishing seasons are good, 
the owner will rapidly pay off his debt 
and become his own master. If they are 
bad, he will be asked for a settled per- 


centage of the value of his catches only 


for large sums that he cannot pay. 
QUESTION OF A. DEPOSIT, 


Normally the board will ask for a 
boats and gear, but it is hoped to 
dispense with this requirement in the 
case of good-class applicants. In the 
cases of fishermen already indebted to 
the Department on foot of loan accounts, 
the board, if

Wicklow, for alleged infringement oí 
copyright in two musical works, entitled 
“ Venus on Earth’ and “ Lilac Time.” 

In the Court of first instance Mr, 
Justice Johnston decided in favour of the 
appellants, holding that the Copyright 
Act, 1911, was in force in the Free State 
at: the time of the alleged: infringeinent. 
On appeal the Supreme Court of the Trish 
Free State reversed this decision. Leave 
was then obtained for an appeal to the 
Privy Council. 

Mr. Stuart Bevan, K.C., and the Hon. 
S. 0. Henn Collins appeared for 
appellants; and the respondents were re- 
presented by Mr. T. S. F.. Battersby, 
KR.C,; Mr. A.o.A. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. 
C. S. Campbell. 


RESPONDENTS’ CONTENTION. 

This is the siwth day of the bearing of 
the case, and Mr. Dickie now continued 
his arguments in support of the case for 
the respondents, who contended that the 
appeal should be dismissed on several 
grounds, one of which was that the 191) 
Act had no application in, the Free State 
at the date of the. alleged infringement 
complained of.

In discussing the financial position of 
the Dublin hospitals, the first question 
that must be settled is whether the 
voluntary hospitals are to be continued as 
such, or whether their place is to be takun 
by State-controlled and State-subsidised 
hospitals. Immediately after the War this 
question was discussed at much length .i 
Great Britain, and to some extent in Ire 
land, because of the increased cosf eo! 
living, which imposed very heavy burdens 
on the hospitals. At that time ‘the 
present system of compelling patients to 
pay for their maintenance had not been 
fully developed, 

Since that date the question has been 
virtually settled as far as Kngland is con- 
There the voluntary system will 
White. stating this, bow- 
ever, it nec-ssary to add that the 
voluutary hospitals. in Enyland at the 
present date probably only represent about 
one-sixth of tiu.e hospital beds avatiable, 
as acainst five-sixths controlled by munt- 
cipal authorities or by the State.

The medical benefits under the 
Nationa! Insurance Act, the sanatorium 
benefit, special departments for the treat- 
ment of venereal disease, and many other 
methods of dealing with illness have been 
introduced by the State within the last 
twenty yeurs. 

So far as Ireland. is concerned the State 
has intervened to a lesser extent. but the 
establishment of county hospitals, with 
full-time medical officers in charge, has, 
undoubtedly, altered the situation to sone 
extent, and the .public are, therefore, 
entitled to ask whv the Dublin charitable 
hospitals ar. needed to the same extent as 
formerly. ‘That they are needed cannot 
be doubted. 


THE OUSBLIN HOSPITALS. 


Most of the hospitals have a lone wait- 
ing list of patients. The fact is that, 
prior fo the establishment of the county 
hospitals, many patients remained an- 
treated or inadequately treated in their 
own homes. Further, the great adyance 
in medical science within recent. years has 
rendered many diseases amenable to treat- 
ment which formerly were regarded as in- 
curable. 

It is plain that the Dublin hospitals 
are fulfillieg a most useful purpose, but 
we have to answer the question—Are thev 
to be maintained oh the voluntary basis 
or are they to be State supported? In 
favour of the voluntary svstem it mav be 
said that the very act of charity uplifts 
(Charity applied to the 
alleviation of suffering has been com 
parativel: late in evolution. The 
extent tA which a nation charitable 
may be @uarded as éxpressing its level 
of civilisation. From this point of view 
alone it, therefore, Seems advisable to 
maintain hospitals as charitable institu- 
tious 


CHARITABLE HOSPITALS. 
Further experience tells us that 
from these charitable hospitals, 
distinct from State-aided hospitals, that 
most advances in connection with preven- 
tion and treatment of disease have taken 
their origin. In addition, the traming of 
medical students and the training 
nurses have in the past been carried out 
almost entirely in such institations. It 
is idle to that State-aided hospitals 
work most efficiently in Europeen 
countries; for State-aided institutions do 
not appeal to the English-speaking y ices. 
The. combination of voluntary work r 
presented by those lay people who act as 
governors, those medical men who give 
their time and energies, and those 
mewbers.of the public who subscribe to 
the hospitals has in the past produced 
satisfactory. results, and it 18 . the 
unanimous wish of all concerned with 
hospita] management that this existing 
satisfactory system should not be dis- 

turbed. 
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THEgSECTARIAN QUESTION.

i Within the Greater Dublin aiéa’ there 
uxist twenty hospitals, including 
hospitals devoted te the treatment of 
i speciaJ diseases, and some smal! hospitals 
in the suburbs.

one jot them being recognised by the 
seort, schools as institutions where 
students may take out their . hospital 
work. It is only these ten hospitals that 
will be considered. 

| Of them one, the Adelaide, is definite!) 
sectarian. ‘By its charter the Adelaide 
Hospita] is not permitted to admit other 
than Protestant patients into its wards, 
except in cases of emergency. Further, 
it is not permitted to accept other than 
Protestant medical men as members of 
its staff. On the other hand, large 
nuinbers of non-Protestant patients are 
treated in its dispensaries and some »on- 
Protestant students join if for clinical 
instruction. This hospital is well sup- 
ported by the Protestant community, ard 
publishes un annual balance sheet. It is 
probable - that. some, at least, of 
those associated with ‘its management! 
would prefer it to adopt a more libera! 
policy, but up -to date if remains, as 
stated, definitely sectarian. 


TWO OTHER HOSPITALS. 

Two other . hospitals are. equally 
sectarian——-namely, ‘‘ The Mater and St .

The Cork rbour Commissioners have 


declined ‘to .asSociate themselves with the 


efforts of the City of Cork Steam Packet. 


Company, Lid., to prevent a reduction im 
treight charges between the Irish Free State 
and Great, Britain. This decision was reached 
ut a special meeting of the Board, which had 
Leen called to consider an allegation that 
the Great Southern Nait!ways . Company, 
contrary to statute, were placing the port 
of Cork at an undue disadvantage compared 
with other ports. 


CAUSES OF COMPLAINT. — 

‘The matter was the subject of a lengthy 
report from the law agent, Mr. J. Murphy, 
who referred to the three causes of complaint 
under the following heads :— 

(1) That the Railway Company, by 
running extra trains to Rosslare, are 
giving an undue preference to that port; 

(2) That the Kailway Company were 
refusing to give the Packet. Company 
the benefit of the differential rates 
hitherto allowed; and 

(3) That the Railway Company, by 
their agents, are actively canvassing 10 
Cork for traffic via Rosslare. . 

It was alleged that, by t¥eir actions, the 
Railway Company were diverting traffic from 
the port of Cork, and thereby depriving the 
Commissioners of dues which they would 
receive if the goods went through: the port 
of Cork. 

FACILITIES FOR TRAFFIC. 

Mr. Murphy ‘pointed out that, under 
various Railway and Harbour Acts, the raul- 


way companies therein dealt with should-give 


all reasonable facilities to induce traffic. to 
pass to and from and via the port of Cork, 
and should not, by their rate fares or other- 
wise, place the port at a disadvantage with 
any other Irish port. : 
He continued: ‘‘ With reference to the third 
complaint, the railway company is clearly act- 
ing against the spirit and intention of these 
different Railway Acts if they are taking 
active steps to divert traffic from the Port of 
Cork, and if they are not giving the Port of 
Cork the reasonable facilities which its 
trade requires. 
i : PROCEDURE. 


“ As to the procedure, I am of opinion that 
the Steam Packet Company should lay their 
complaints before the Railway Tribunal. 
That company is in a position, presumably, 
to bring forward evidence to substantiate the 
complaints which they make. In the cases 
dealt with by the Railway and Canal Com- 
mission in 1907. The applications were made 
by. the companies interested. Severa] harbour 
authorities—including the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners—intervened, and were heard. 
If the Commissioners wished to support the 
applicants—that is, the Steam Packet Com- 
pany—they could intervene in the same 
manner and make a protest by their counsel 
against any of the acts of the railway com. 
pany detrimental to the interests of the Port 
of Cork. 

THE COMPANY ’S CASE. 


“Tt is clear that under the provisions of 
the statutes the Steam Packet Company have 
a locus standi before the Railway Tribunal, 
as they are a shipping company with ships 
trading to and from the Cork of Cork.”’ 

A prolonged discussion followed, and in 
reaching the foregoing decision the members 
decided that no action would be taken by 
the Board pending an application of the 
Steampacket Company to the . Railway 
Tribunal, at which they should hold a watch- 
ing. brief. 

A DISCLAIMER. 

Mr. R. W. Sinnott, President. of Cork 

Chamber of Commerce and Shipping, who is 


also a member of the Harbour Board and 
general manager of the Steampacket Com- 


pany, said that he desired to emphatically: 


contradict a statement that representatives of 
the City of Cork Steampacket Company in- 
formed some traders that their rates would 
bs reduced by the amount the Railway Com- 


- pany had -reduced their rates: “His company 
“were relying on the Cork merchants and 


people to. stand by them until the legal 
obligations of the Great Southern Railways 
were determined. 

Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D.— “TI desire to repeat 
the statement which has been denied throngh 
the agents of the City of Cork Steampacket 
Company. - The assuranee was: given to in- 
dividual traders.in Cork on Tuesday... My 
understanding of the position is that the-Cork 
Steampacket Company did start out on that 
line, but they got cold feet.” 


DUBLIN INQUESTS. 


LABOURER’S FATAL FALL 
INTO HOLD OF SHIP. 


An inquest was held yesterday in Jervis 
Street Hospital on the body of John Mahon, 
32 Upper Gloucester street, Dublin, a 
labourer, in the emplovment of the British 
and Irish Steampacket Company, who died as 
a result of falling into the hold of the steam- 
ship Lady Limerick at the North Wall. 

Mrs, Mary Mahon, widow, identified the 
body, and said that she had a family of four 
children. 

Dr. Teevan, house surgeon, said that death 
was due to shock and hemorrhage, following 
fracture of the skull. 

Owen Toal, a hatchman, who was working 
with Mahon and several other men at the 
time of the occurrence, said that they were 
engaged unloading drums of caustic soda, 
Weighing about 6 cwts. each. 

Mr. A. Lynn (instructed by Mr. C. B. W. 
Boyle), for the next-of-kin, questioned Toal 
as to the manner in which the work was 
being done. 

Mr. W. Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. 
Norris Goddard and Coulter), for the British 
and Irish Steampacket Company, said that 
their duty was to inquire into the cause of 
death, 

Mr. Lynn said that they had plenty of 
evidence, but they would not tender it. 
The doctor was there and they put no question 
to him. 

Dr. L. J. Bytne, Coroner—You are asking 
technical questions which this witness could 
not possibly answen,' 

Mr. Lynn—I suggest that the Lady Lime- 
rick is in the docks, and we could go down 
and inspect it. 

Coroner—You have nothing to do with that, 

Mr. Lynn, and Mr. Boyle and Mr. James 
Larkin (who were seated next Mr, Lynn), 
then withdrew. ' 

Continuing his evidence, Toal said, in reply 
to Sergeant Moriarty, that the work was 
carried on in the same manner as usual ; there 
was .nothing irregular in what took place. 
The crane revolved. he said, and it was 
Mahon’s duty to catch hold of it and steady 
it, 

Mr. Sainsbury—There is no suggestion made 
that this man was not in a fit state to do 
his work: he was a decent, steady, honest 
man, and always earned remarkably good 
wages. pres 

Denis Shanaghan, Linenhall street, and 
Peter Kavanagh, Murphy’s Cottages, corro- 
borated Toal’s evidence. They did not see 
Mahon fall. ' 

The jury returned a verdict “ that death 
was due to shock, following injuries acci- 
dentally received.” 

Mr. ©. H. Shannon and Mr. D. O’Learv, 
Inspectors of Factories, and Mr. David Barry 
were present. 

Mr. Sainsbury tendered sympathy on behalf 
of the British and Irish Steampacket Com- 
pany. to the widow and children of the de- 
ceased man. —

NO MONEY. . 

The Secretary (Mr. McCann). reported to 
thé LONGFORD County.- Council at its 
quarterly meeting that there was no monev 
to pay the County Board of Health and 
Mental Hospital transfers.
